Stewart began living on the lam in 
a dirty apartment in Los Angeles. 
Desperate for a big score, he planned 
to assassinate Miss America on live 
television, but was foiled when a 
security guard caught him loitering 
ina corridor. Stewart admits to 
similar plans for killing Bob Hope, 
Muhammad Ali and Steve Allen, and 
at one point he even considered kid- 
napping Spuds MacKenzie. (“I figured 
people loved that dog and would do 
anything to get it back,” he says.) 
That plan failed to materialize, as did 
one to kill then-President George 
H.W. Bush. Stewart became con- 
vinced he “had to come up with a new 
plan, something huge that would get 
me broadcast across the globe.” 


At 9:15 a.m. on September 22, 1992, 
49-year-old Rollen Stewart walked 
unnoticed into a vacant room on the 
seventh floor of the Hyatt hotel 
opposite Los Angeles International 
Airport. He had three days’ worth of 
food, water and pot, as well as a .25-

frenzy to descend, Stewart was con- 
tacted by the police. He told them he 
wanted a six-hour worldwide TV relay 
so he could “warn people of the 
Rapture.” He threatened to shoot 
down any planes that flew into LAX if 
this demand was not met. 

Shortly before 6 p.m., a SWAT team 
stormed the room and captured 
Stewart, who was hopelessly baked 
and easily overwhelmed. (“I'd saved 


| my best bit of weed for the operation 
| and I was stoned silly all day,” he 


recalls.) After being convicted of 


| taking hostages and threatening to 


shoot down LAX airliners, Stewart 
received three life terms in prison on 
July 13, 1993. Prosecutors 
characterized him as a “David Koresh 
waiting to happen.” 

Now an old man wasting away ina 
maximum-secunity facility, Stewart is 
known simply as inmate H-87708. 
While his fame has completely 
evaporated, he continues to try to 
feed his need for media attention. 
“The only fitting end is for me to die

To prepare for the rigors of the regular 
season, Abreu does most of his weight- 
lifting at his offseason home in 
Venezuela, which is like Philadelphia, but 
with more oil and hot chicks. “During the 
regular season, I'll use the StairMaster to 
keep my legs strong without hurting my 
knees. A couple of times a week I’ll go into 
the weight room to keep my strength up. 
You want to still be at your best in 
September, when the pennant is on 
the line” Turn the page to learn the 
exercises that keep Abreu tough. 
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THE BOBBY ABREU WORKOUT 


Many athletes do this exercise to look good for groupies. Abreu 
| does it to develop his shoulders, triceps and pecs, which are 
used for throwing, fielding and batting. “To be a well-rounded 
player, you have to work on everything,” Abreu says. “The same 
is true with your body” Grip the bar with your hands out slightly 
wider than your shoulders, then lower it only halfway to your 
chest before raising it back up. Make sure the guy spotting you 
doesn’t dangle his balls in your eyes.

Make sure that 
your feet are aligned properly—most people tend to point their 
feet outward, which can tear up the knee joints. As you slowly 
straighten your legs, focus on pulling with your thighs, not 
pushing up with your shins.

10, then reduce 
it.”

to do lunges, 
leave the 
dumbbells on 
the rack. “For 
a beginner, 
body weight is 
sufficient,” he 
says.
